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CSULB professor studies radioactive giant kelp 


The kelp, found in 
Southern California, 
is most likely not 
harmful to people.

A Cal State Long Beach professor 
authored a study on radioactive kelp, 
which was found along the coast of 


Southern California last year. 

The radioactive material was re- 
leased into the water and atmosphere 
as a result of the Fukushima accident. 

As professor Steven L. Manley 
watched the damage from Fukushima 
on television, he was reminded of a 
study done in 1986 after the Chernob- 
yl disaster, where radioactive Iodine 
131 was found in samples of intertidal 
seaweed along the West Coast. 

“J thought, if I was doing this °.. I 
would choose Macrocystis pyrifera, 
giant kelp, because it forms these 
large canopies and it’s not in the in- 


tertidal so there’s not tidal influence,” 
Manley said. 

Manley added that kelp is like a- 
“sponge for iodine” because they 
concentrate iodine 10,000-fold, so for 
every one molecule in the water, there 
would be 10,000 in the kelp’s tissue. 

During accidents like Fukushima, 
one of the major radioisotopes re- 
leased are Iodine 131, which decays 
very quickly due to its eight-day half- 
life. 

By measuring the kinetics of the 
decay, Manley was able to determine 
which radioisotopes were released. 


CSULB graduate student Danielle 
Burnett, who was working on another 
study involving giant kelp, was asked 
to bring samples of kelp blades from 
her study sites for the study. 

The kelp was dried and pulverized, 
and was analyzed for more than 24 
hours due to its low levels. It then took 


‘ about nine days to analyze the data. 


After ‘collecting all the information 
on the giant kelp samples, Manley 
worked with Lowe to come up with 
sampling protocols and call other

Many CSU 
presidents 
held other 
positions 
in system 


Internal candidates 
are not given 
preference, CSU 
spokesman says.

About half of the current Cal State 
University presidents have held prior 
positions within the CSU, but inter- 
nal candidates are not given prefer- 
ence over those not affiliated with the 
system, according to CSU spokesman 
Erik Fallis. 

This year alone, two presidents of 
schools in the CSU system were hired 
directly after holding positions as pres- 
idents of other CSU campuses. 

In January,-Cal State Dominguez 
Hills President Mildred Garcia was 
chosen to take over as president at Cal 
State Fullerton. 

In March, Cal State Monterey Bay 
president Dianne F. Harrison was cho- 
sen to be the new president of Cal State 
Northridge. 

“About half of our presidents have a 
history with CSU prior to their current 
position,” Fallis said. 

According to Fallis, the CSU is 
a very large system with more than 
20,000 faculty members, giving a 
wide academic base of possible can- 
didates. 

“You could potentially have the 
same individual stay within the system 
and advance and eventually become 
president,” he said. 

Fallis cited the example of Moham- 
mad Qayoumi, who was appointed 
president of San Jose State University 
in 2011. 

His career with the CSU began 
at SJSU as a professor. He then be- 
came an associate vice president at 
the school, left to hold teaching and 
administrative positions at Cal. State 
Northridge and eventually became 
president of Cal State East Bay before 
returning to SJSU. 

Some members of the CSU Board 
of Trustees, as well as members of the 
public, requested that the CSU solidify 
the way it brings in candidates for uni- 
versity president positions. This has 
resulted in a system that does not give 
any preference to internal candidates, 
but identifies them for consideration, 
according to Fallis. 

“We want to encourage the identifi- 
cation of internal candidates,” he said. 
“[Individuals who are] accumulating 
those skills and talents and really dem- 
onstrating those types of qualities you 
want in a president.” 

Choosing a president for a CSU 
campus is a long process that requires 
identifying potential candidates and 
extensive consideration.

However, with all the responsibil- 
ities of a president, including being 
the chief executive officer of his or 
her institution and as a representa- 
tive to the public and CSU system, 
the position cannot remain com- 
pletely vacant, requiring someone 
to step into the position of interim 
president. : 

“An interim president could con- 
ceivably stay on for a year or per- 
haps longer,” Fallis said. 

There is no designated position 
that must serve the role of interim 
president. It could be, but is not lim- 
ited to, the provost of the institution, 
a past leader, or an administrator from

Samples were collected from Palos 
Verdes, Santa Barbara and Monterey 
Bay. 

Students from Lowe’s class also con- 
tributed to the study by collecting tis- 
sue from other locations. 

“This project couldn’t have been suc- 
cessful without a master’s program at 


CSULB,” Manley said. “Because with- 
out those students, we wouldn’t have 
been able to do this.” 

The two professors and students be- 
gan collecting samples last April and 
made periodic measurements on the 
samples to see the progress of decay. 
The whole study took around two to 
three months. 

The study concluded that there is a 
very low level of radiation in the kelp, 
sq it would most likely not be harmful 


to people. : : 

“If you were swimming in the cano- 
py, it probably wouldn’t be harmful; it 
has less radiation than a dental X-ray,” 
Manley said. “The amount of radioac- 
tivity due to Iodine 131 was less than 
twice the background level.” 

There are many natural radioac- 
tive isotopes that the kelp soaks up, 
which create the background level. The 
amount of radioactivity recorded was 
less than double the background level. 


Manley and Lowe also observed that 
there. were radioisotopes of Cesium 
present on the kelp. 

Seeing that Cesium 137 has a half- 
life of 30 years, the Cesium would still 
be present if the kelp had taken it up. 

“We know very little about how Ce- 
sium gets transferred from one organ- 
ism to another, and we still have the 
samples for Cesium isotopes so ... we 
hope to sit down and pursue this more,” 
Manley said.

With remedial classes being 
extremely impacted on our campus, 
this could help students looking to 
streamline their education. 

The same program has been in talks 
to be introduced at Santa Monica Col- 
lege as well. However, students are not 
taking to the plan to lightly. 


Students have been protesting the rise in prices on remedial 
classes, ending in another pepper spraying incident and injuries. 
‘ The talks of Extended Education at Santa Monica College have 
been put on hold due to question of the legality of the program. 
But what doesn’t work for Santa Monica College may work for 


the CSU system.

The Supreme Court cannot be trusted to uphold constitutionality 


The United States Supreme Court is a trouble- 
some institution. For one, it’s composed of judges 
who are not elected and have virtually no ac- 
countability to the public. Proponents assert that 
this level of autonomy is needed for the justices 
to be impartial in making rulings, but history 
has displayed how often justices make partisan 
rulings. 

The Supreme Court’s record has been.mixed 
when it has exercised judicial review. Judicial 
review is the Court’s power to rule on the consti- 
tutionality of other federal government branches’ 
acts. Past rulings have shown that leaving the 
unconstitutional practice of judicial review up to 
the Courts is fraught with risk. 

This might come as a surprise to most U.S. 
Americans, but the Supreme Court doesn’t actu- 
ally possess the power to invalidate the actions of 
another federal branch. Over 200 years ago, Chief 
Justice John Marshall misinterpreted the Consti- 
tution in Marbury v. Madison when he ruled that 
the Supreme Court actually has the constitutional 
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power to strike down acts of Congress. He argued 
that while the document doesn’t explicitly provide 
for this, it’s an implied power that’s consistent 


~ with the logic and principles of the Constitution. 


Yet there is nothing in the-Constitution to indicate 
that the Court has this power, nor is judicial 
review harmonious with the primary principles of 
the document. But Marshall, being a Federalist, 
had an agenda to push, and in his majority deci- . 
sion he did just that. 

It’s not surprising that 
justices often misinterpret 
the Constitution seeing as 
how the judicial review 
they exercise to determine a federal act’s consti- — 
tutionality isn’t actually constitutional. After all, 
how can they be trusted to make good rulings 
when they already engage in a practice that itself 
violates the Constitution? 

One notorious ruling was the 1857 Dred Scott 
decision, which not only unconstitutionally 
voided an act of Congress, but delayed justice 
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for many African Americans. In his majority 
opinion, Chief Justice Taney displayed his stupid- 
ity when he argued that in the Declaration of 
Independence, Thomas Jefferson meant only that 
British colonists were equal to British nationals. 
Other notable unconstitutional Supreme 
Court rulings involve commerce. Before the 
Court shifted and began to properly uphold New 
Deal legislation, they took a conservative and 
unconstitutional path when 
they voided pieces of New 


LEONARDO POAREO Deal legislation. Addition- 


ally, the Supreme Court 
e upheld the detainment of 
Japanese Americans during World War II, which 
demonstrated the political depravity of the Su- 
preme Court in those difficult times. 
Furthermore, if the Supreme Court’s recent 
hearings regarding the constitutionality of the 
Affordable Care Act’s individual mandate are 
any indication, the Court still rules heavily on the 
basis of political ideology. 
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Some of the more conservative justices have 
concerns about the relationship between the 
federal government and its citizens, when this 
isn’t the issue. - 

The issue is whether the mandate is actually 
constitutional, not whether it conforms to the 
justices’ conceptions of good government. The 
Constitution shouldn’t be interpreted according to 
ideology, but to its text and, in some cases, when 
the text is ambiguous, according to its principles. 

While the Court has acted unlawfully at times, 
it has also made good rulings, as in New York 
Times vs. the United States. But judicial review 
as practiced now is too perilous for our country, 
which is probably why the Constitution doesn’t 
authorize it. 

Thus, if the U.S. wants to proceed with the 
practice, it should reconcile it with the Constitu- 
tion in such a way that it can’t be abused like it 
has all too often. us

The show is 
presented in a cabaret revue style that 
features two actors and two actresses. 

It also usually uses costumes and set 
pieces that are a little on the less eXpens 
sive side. 

“We have a lot of visuals and the 
costumes are just great,” said William 
Selby, director. 

Since its conception, the show has 
had many different versions that have 
evolved with the different themes, 
shows and times of Broadway. The 
original “Forbidden Broadway” series 
ran for 26 years and closed in 2009. 

In 2009, Musical Theater West in- 
troduced this series with ‘Forbidden 
Broadway: Greatest Hits, Volume 1.” 
According to Selby, the first show was so 
successful that they decided to do another 
one and asked him back to direct again.

“Broadway shows change every 
year,” Selby said. “We always have a 
large collection to choose from.” 

For this production, Selby tailored the 
show specifically for Southern California. 

“T was thinking about appeal,” Selby 
said. “[I thought about] what the au- 
dience here would like and what has 
toured through here.” 

Although this production will feature 
many acts from the series, there are also 
some new surprises and songs that Selby 
hinted at for this show.

Larry Raben, David 
Engel and Susanne Blakeslee are re- 
turning for part two, along with Valerie 
Fagan, who will be making her Musical 
Theater West debut. 

The task is for a small cast to carry 
a large show. 

However, Selby said, “I’m very 
proud of the cast. They’ve been work- 
ing really hard.” 

“Forbidden Broadway: Greatest Hits, 
Volume 2” opens April 13 and runs un- 
til April 29.

2011 English Program In Korea (EPIK) 
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Prigatano brings 
offensive hope 


The highly touted 
freshman has had 
recent success at the 
plate after a rocky 
start.

Long Beach State freshman right 
fielder Richard Prigatano was tabbed 
as the 14th best freshman ig the nation 
by Baseball America coming out of St. 
Francis High School in Northern Cali- 
fornia. . 

Beginning the 2012 season, the Los 
Gatos native started in right field for 
Troy Buckley’s squad, yet lacked the 
signs of the lofty expectations placed 
upon his young shoulders. p 

Prigatano earned only six hits in his 
first 32 at-bats for a .187 batting aver- 
age, but since March 5 the 6-foot-4 
freshman has 21 hits in his last 66 at- 
bats. 

“He has a lot of baseball [ability] at 
such a young age,” Buckley said. “He 
has all the tools to succeed here at Long 
Beach State.” 

Coming out of St. Francis, Prigatano 


was selected in the 16th round of Major 
League Baseball First-Year player draft 
by the Toronto Blue Jays, but elected 
to further hone his baseball skills with 
the Dirtbags. 

“My parents are from the area so 
it was a desirable place for me and I 
wanted to be apart of what goes on 
here,” Prigatano said. “It was a big 
decision to make, but my parents 
came to [Long Beach] so I wanted to 
be here.” 

The Dirtbags faced top pitching 
staffs in UCLA, USC, and other Pac-12 
heavyweights Oregon and Cal contrib- 
uted to Prigatano’s early season woes. 

Prigatano leads the diminutive Dirt- 
bags offense in strikeouts at the plate 
with 28 through 28 games played, but 
Buckley has stuck with him because of 
the freshman’s upside. 

“We played good teams early so he 
shouldn’t have been down on himself 
because he has the talent,’ Buckley 
said. “He’s played fairly well [this year] 
for being so young.” 

As of April 8, Prigatano is hitting 
.276, but with little power registering 
only three extra base hits all three of 
which being doubles. 

Luckily for Prigatano and the rest 
of the Dirtbags offense, their schedule 
eases up as Big West Conference play 
begins. 

The Dirtbags have taken four of six 
Big West games so far, two each against 
Cal Poly and UC Riverside, respective- 
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Prigatano has provided the 
Dirtbags with an offensive 
punch in recent games. 


ly. LBSU’s two losses have been by a 
combined three runs.
